NORTH MAGNETIC POLE. 


It Is Not a Stationary Point, but ts 
Constantly Shifting. 

Oniy the experts understand that 
the north pole and the north mag- 
netie pole are two entirely dilferent 
things. As 2 matter of fact, there 
are few localities on the earth’s sur- | 
face where the compass points due 
north, The reason is because the 
north magnetice pole or area lies in 
the vicinity of King William’s Land, 
just off the arctic coast of North 
Amcrica, in Bothnia. 

When this magnetic pole is be- 
tween us and the north pole the 
compass points due north. As we 
go cither east or west from this line 
it is easy to see that the com pass is 
off to a certain degree. If we were 
to travel north of the magnetic pol:

their instruments, both inclination | 
and declination. He also made 
short excursions into the region of | 
the magnetic pole and was able by | 
the aid of the declination observa- | 
tions to prove that the maghetie 
north pole does not have a station- 
ary situation, but is continually | 
moving.
